Prof. C. J. Norwood, of Lexing- 
ton, State Inspector of Mines, and his 
assistants, are cooducting a rigid in- 
s|iectlon of the coal mines located In 
various parts of the State. Gov. Will- 
son was shocked at the news of mine 
calamities which have occurred in othe 
States, and he determined that no 
stone should be left unturned to avert 
if possible, anS' such accidents In Ken- 
tucky. 

Among the various matters which 
Prof. .Norwood's staff Is Investigating 
in connection with the conduct of mine 
operation in the State, are the char- 
acter of explosives used; the qiiuntUy 
of explosives safe to use where dust 
and gas are present; the character of 
tile coal dust and effect of spraying

Handling Live Wires. 

Never bundle an electric wire (lest It 
be ‘'alive”) with the naked hand, but 
use a nonconducting substance as u 
protector. Any good nonconducting 
substance will supply protection. 

Rubber— In form of gas stove tube 
or water hose, could lie thrown over a 
wire to pull It from Its connectlou with 
a live wire. 

rorcelalu— In form of^ bit of com- 
mon crockery or ii floor tile, hand plate 
for door, a stone Ink bottle. 

Glass— A stout buttle, a glass rod or 
a pane of glass could be used to dis- 
lodge a wire from its connection with 
a trolley wire or other current feeder. 

Wool— A woolen scarf, stocking, coat 
or wrap. 

Cotton— Any piece of cotton garment 
or stout cotton twine. 

Silk- Scurf or other garment. 

Aliy of these materials lu goodly 
thickness could be used to protect tbe 
band in removing a live wire or even 
using an instrument to cut It through.

WHALES AS RAMS. 



Cases W|iere These Marine Moneten 
I Have Attacked Vattala. 

While cruising in the south seas tbe 
whaler Essex on Nov. ‘JO, 1820, was fu- 
riously attack^ by a cow sperm whale 
supposed to have been tbe mother of a 
calf which had Just been harpooneil. 
Tbe whale bad not been wounded her- 
self. and her attack was very deter- 
mined. At her first rush she passeil 
under the Essex and carried away a 
great length of her false keel. Then, 
coming to the surface a considerable 
distance away, she appeared to take 
bearings and deliberately charged the 
vessel again, ramming her with such 
violence that she stove in the bows, 
while the ship rolled so heavily that 
tbe captain thought she must be dis- 
mantled. The case Is memorable be- 
cause tbo .crew had to abaudou the 
vessel, and one bout was never beard 
of again. 

A more singular Instance of a whale 
attacking a vessel occurred in 1893. 
The slngulniily lies In the fact that lu 
the case of the Ilaudn Isle the attack 
was entirely unprovokeil. This vessel, 
a brigantine of 2<’>0 tons, was on her 
way to Sydney with a cargo of timber. 
Ou .Aug. 21, about noon, a couple of 
sperm wimles rose very close to the 
vessel aud, Ajlille tho crow waUlicJ 
them ‘‘sporting” ncross her bows, the 
pair siidiicniy slued around and came 
straight for her. One thouglit bettor 
of it and dived lielow the Ilanda Isle. 
The other struck her fair and square 
on the lieiiui, crushing in her tlmlK>rs. 
Having rammed the ship In this reso- 
lute fashion It shotM'cd off, terrllily 
ilnumge'l about the head, and iiresotit- 
ly sank tail first. 

Forltiinitely there wore some pack- 
ages of tiiu hides ou Isinnl, and the 
crew were aide to keep tho vessel 
afloat with the ptitiips until n rong!i 
nnd reaily collision niut had been fash- 
ioned out of these and drawn over the 
leak.- Halley's Magazine.

Here In tbe eroded 
bluffs may be seen numerous caves, 
which testify to the great amount of 
underground drainage and through 
which probably the prevailing winds 
are sucked underground and carried 
for long distances, accounting for tbe 
blowing well ten mllea away.— Chicago 
News.
